Leader 
Of Sadat 
Plot Freed 

Militant expressed regret 
for role in 1981 assassination 

CAIRO, EGYPT I Egypt has released a leader of 
the militant group responsible for the assassi- 
nation of former President Anwar Sadat after 
22 years in jail, police said Sunday. 

Karam Zohdy, 51, one of the leaders of 
Al-Gamaa al-Islamiyya, or Islamic Group, 
was serving a life sentence for his role in the 
Oct. 6, 1981, assassination. 

Radicals had condemned Sadat for stand- 
ing in the way of an Islamic state and for 
being the first Arab leader to sign a peace 
treaty with Israel, in 1979. 

Zohdy and the Islamic Group had 
renounced violence, and Zohdy recently 
expressed regret for his role in Sadat’s kill- 
ing, calling Sadat a “martyr.” 

Interior Minister Habib el-Adly decid- 
ed to release Zohdy because he served his 
sentence — according to Egyptian law, a 
life sentence usually means 25 years — and 
because he is suffering from heart problems 
and diabetes, Egypt’s official Middle East 
News Agency reported. 

Zohdy ’s release comes days before the 
22nd anniversary of Sadat’s assassination.

White House rebuffs 
talk of faulty pre-war 
information on Iraq 

WASHINGTOnI The Bush administra- 
tion on Sunday disputed assertions 
by leaders of the House intelligence 
committee that the United States 
went to war in Iraq on the basis of 
outdated and vague intelligence. 

Senior US. officials said that prem- 
ise would have assumed a dramat- 
ic change in behavior by Saddam 
Hussein — the elimination of Iraq’s 
weapons ofmass destruction since the 
departure of UN. inspectors in 1998. 

“I just don’t think that was plau- 
sible,” national security adviser 
Condoleezza Rice said on “Fox 
News Sunday.” 

“The fact of the matter is . . . this 
[was a] deteriorated infrastructure, 
one that was completely covered over 


by the gleaming pictures of Baghdad 
that made it look like a first-world 
city,” Rice said. 

From Bush on down, US. offi- 
cials made the case that war was 
necessary to remove the Iraqi 
president because of Iraq’s stock- 
piles of illegal arms. 

But leaders of 
the House intel- 
ligence panel said 
in a letter last week 
to CIA Director 
George Tenet that 
those claims result- 
ed largely from fragmentary evi- 
dence filled with uncertainties. 

Six months after the war 
began, and three months after the 
administration sent a CIA team 
to search, neither U.S. troops nor 
the inspectors have reported find- 
ing weapons of mass destruction.

Schwarzenegger was the choice of 
40 percent, Bustamante 25 percent 
and GOP state Sen. Tom McClintock 
18 percent of those surveyed.

Now, the state of the popu- 
list Longs — Huey and Earl — of 
flamboyant and now jailed Edwin 
Edwards and of former Ku Klux 
Klan leader David Duke is crack- 
ing the political mold again. 

A son of immigrants from India, 
a Republican whose given name was 
Piyush but who calls himself Bobby, 
is topping polls in the governor’s race 


and astonishing political connois- 
seurs. 

“Louisiana is still

To win the elec- 
tion, a candidate must draw more 
than 50 percent of the vote.

Ousted state Supreme 
Court justice allegedly 
threatened colleague 

JACKSON, MISS. I A judicial review 
board has launched an inquiry into 
allegations against a state Supreme 
Court justice, including claims that 
he threatened to “whip” the chief 
justice and intentionally delayed 
cases as payback before his term 
on the court ends. 

Justice Chuck McRae on Sunday 
said the complaint was “much 


ado about nothing” and called it 
a strong-arm tactic by the five 
high- court justices who made the 
allegations, including Chief Justice 
Edwin Pittman. 

The complaint, dated Sept. 
17, charges that since his elec- 
tion defeat, McRae has “set about 
to deliberately and maliciously bring 
dishonor to the Supreme Court.” 

It says the Mississippi Com- 
mission on Judicial Performance 
launched an inquiry after Pittman 
and justices James Smith, William 
Waller, Kay Cobb and George 


Carlson said McRae told them he 
intended to make the remainder of 
his term as difficult as possible for 
the others. 

The commission will hold a hear- 
ing Oct. 20 on whether to recom- 
mend McRae be suspended dur- 
ing the inquiry. A special tribunal 
of judges would make any decision 
on suspending him. 

McRae has been on the bench 
for more than eight years, but he 
came in last in a three-way race 
last fall. His term ends in January.

No shortage of blame 
in worst power outage 
since World War II 

RO M E I A storm-tossed tree branch 
that hit Swiss power lines helped 
trigger a massive blackout in almost 
all of Italy on Sunday. 

It was Italy’s worst blackout since 
World War II. Most of the country’s 
58 million people were affected — 
more than in North America’s big- 
gest blackout, which left 50 million 
people without power in Canada 
and the United States on Aug. 14. 

With scant domestic supply 
and swelling public demand, Italy 
imports most of its electricity. As in 
the North American blackout, there 
was initially confusion about the 
cause and finger-pointing among 
neighboring countries. As experts 
tried to work out the cause, none of 
the three countries involved want- 
ed all the blame. Swiss and French 
energy officials said the responsibil- 
ity was Italy’s, while the Italians said 
the power cut came from France. 


Tape of Bin Laden 
Deputy Surfaces 

CAIRO, EGYPT I An audiotape attrib- 
uted to al Qaeda deputy Ayman al- 
Zawahri and broadcast on two Arab 
satellite channels Sunday accused 
the United States of trying to abol- 
ish Islam. 

The tape, aired in excerpts 
on Al-Jazeera and Al-Arabiya, 
appeared to be recent, as the speak-

The Associated Press on Sunday. 

As they draw up a constitution 
aimed at unifying the fragmented 
nation, conservatives and secular- 
ists have been hotly debating how to 
enshrine Islam into law after years 
under the Taliban, who enforced a 


harsh version of Shariah that some 
Afghans recall with horror but 
others support. 

The hard-line Taliban mili- 
tia banned women from work- 
ing, barred girls from school 
and ordered men to grow their 
beards long and pray five times 
a day, as well as carried out exe- 
cutions and amputations for a 
range of crimes. 

Ratifying a constitution is cru- 
cial for Afghanistan as it lays the 
foundations for its first democratic 
elections in decades, scheduled for 
June. The rebuilders of Afghanistan 
hope that vote will be a cornerstone 
for political stability after 23 years

Food-Poisoning Fells P.M.; 
Incident Being Investigated 

Chechnya’s Prime Minister Anatoly 
Popov was treated for food poison- 
ing Sunday, and investigators were 
trying to determine whether some- 
one had tried to kill the Kremlin- 
backed leader. Popov remained 
hospitalized in serious condition 
near the Chechen capital Grozny, 


a government official said. Chechen

Police, Demonstrators

Blah Invites Rebels to 
Capital Ahead of Transition 

President Moses Blah invited rebel 
leaders to move to the capital ahead 
of the inauguration of a transitional 
government intended to end nearly 
14 years of bloody strife. The invi- 
tation came the day after the first 
meeting between Blah’s government 
and the leader of the main rebel 
group. A new administration is to 
be installed Oct. 14, leading to dem- 
ocratic elections in 2005. (ap) 


JAPAN 

Tank at Oil Refinery in 
Flames After Quake 

A storage tank caught fire at an 
oil refinery in northern Japan on 
Sunday as aftershocks jolted the 
region following a powerful earth- 
quake two days earlier. It was the 
second time in three days that

Bogota blast blamed 
on rebels intent on

BOGOTA, COLOMBlAlAbombblewup 
outside a nightclub in southwestern 
Colombia on Sunday, killing at least 
11 people and wounding 48. The 
attack cast new doubt on President 
Alvaro Uribe’s promises to crush a 
39-y^ar rebel insurgency. 

Revelers were heading home 
after a Saturday night out at the 
popular Bar Rosa in Florencia, 
235 miles southwest of the capital 
of Bogota, when the bomb went off 
The device was attached to a motor- 
cycle and sent debris flying into the 
air, shattering windows and cutting 
down passers-by. 

Florencia Police Chief Rafael 
Parra blamed the attack on the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, or FARC, the nation’s 
largest rebel group. The bombing 
appeared to be part of a nation- 
wide campaign of violence aimed 
at thwarting regional elections 
scheduled for Oct. 25. Rebels have 
assassinated politicians, disabled 
rail and communication links and 
blown up bridges. 

The vast majority of killings by 
rebels have occurred in poor vil- 
lages. But Sunday’s attack under- 
scored the government’s inability to 
safeguard affluent neighborhoods.

But the fall will bring several 
reminders of all the violence.

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Althea Gibson, Sports 
Pioneer, Dies at 76 


OBITUARY I Althea Gibson, a sports 
pioneer who broke the color barrier 
in tennis in the 1950s as the first 
black woman to win Wimbledon 
and U.S. national titles, died 
Sunday. She was 7b. 

Gibson had been seriously ill 
for years and died at East Orange 
General Hospital in New Jersey, 
where she had spent the week, 
according to Darryl Jeffries, a 
spokesman for the city of East 
Orange. 

Gibson was the first black person 
to compete in the U.S. champion- 
ships, in 1950, and at Wimbledon, 
in 1951. However, it wasn’t until sev- 
eral years later that she began to 
win major tournaments, including 
the Wimbledon and U.S. champion- 
ships in 1957 and 1958, the French 
Open, and three doubles titles at 
Wimbledon (1956-58). 

The eldest of five children, 
Gibson was a self- described “born 
athlete” who broke racial barriers 
not only in tennis but in the Ladies 
Professional Golf Association. 
She even toured with the Harlem 
Globetrotters after retiring from

tennis in the late 1950s. 

But it was in tennis that Gibson 
had her greatest successes. She 
picked up the game while grow- 
ing up in New York, slapping rub- 
ber balls off a brick wall. She then 
met Fred Johnson, the one-armed 
tennis coach who taught her to play.

R AC E I When Vonnessa Goode gives 
birth in a few weeks, one of her first 
decisions could be among the tough- 
est: whether to give her daughter a 
distinctively black name. 

Goode and the child’s father 
don’t want their daughter “robbed 
of her ethnicity.” On the other hand, 
“I do believe now when a resume 
comes across an employer’s desk 
they could be easily discrimi- 
nated against because they know 
that person is of African-American 
descent,” she said. 

Blacks have chosen increasing- 
ly distinctive names over the past 
century. Census records show that 
100 years ago, the 20 most popu- 
lar names were largely the same 
for blacks and whites; now only a 
handful are among the most popu- 
lar with both groups. 

Two recent papers from the 
Cambridge-based National 
Bureau of Economic Research 
draw somewhat different conclu- 
sions about whether a black name 
is a burden. 

The first paper uses California 
birth data to track women born in 
the early 1970s who then show up in 
the data in 1980s and ’90s as moth- 


ers themselves. The data appear to 
show that a poor woman’s daugh- 
ter is more likely to be poor when 
she gives birth herself — but that 
names didn’t have an impact. 

In the second study, the authors 
took the content of 500 real resumes 
off online job boards and evaluat- 
ed them for quality. Then they 
replaced the names with made- 
up names picked to “sound white” 
or “sound black” and responded to 
1,300 job ads. 

White names got about one call- 
back per 10 resumes; black names 
got one per 15. Carries and Kristens 
had call-back rates of more than 
13 percent, but Aisha, Keisha and 
Tamika got 2.2 percent, 3.8 percent 
and 5.4 percent, respectively. 

Where is Goode leaning? Her 
daughter will likely end up with a 
“neutral” name, such as Naomi. 

Student Michelle Botus, who 
has named her four children Asia, 
Alaysia, Khalima and Denzil, 
advised mothers to choose names 
they like, then make sure their chil- 
dren get the education they need to 
rise above discrimination: “I would

GAS I OPEC’s decision last week to 
cut crude oil production conies at 
a bad time for consumers — just at 
the start of the winter home -heat- 
ing season. 

The Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries decided to 
lower its output by 900,000 bar- 
rels a day to 24.5 million barrels 
starting in November. 

A shortage of natural gas has 
been pushing up the cost of elec- 
tricity and threatening bigger win- 
ter heating bills for those with gas- 
fired furnaces.

Q The bank that issues my 
credit card has sent me a 
check for $5,000 and says I can 
use it any way I want, with zero 
interest until next April if I keep my 
card payments current.

A Taking advantage of the offer, 
in theory, could be useful for 
debt-burdened consumers if they 
use the courtesy checks to consoli- 
date their debt, then increase their 
monthly payments and pay down 
their balances.

Michelle Shocked left 
music, but the music 
has never left her 

PERSONALITY! Michelle Shocked, 
a 41 -year- old singer- songwriter, 
became an overnight sensation 15 
years ago with her debut album, 
“Short Sharp Shocked.” 

Her East Texas twang, witty 
yarns and outspoken political 
views put her at the forefront of 
a folk- rock revival. But four years 
later, Shocked’s star began to fade, 
hastened by a bitter legal dispute 
with her record label. 

In the past few months, she 
has just begun to emerge from the 
wilderness. Her new record label. 
Mighty Sound, is reissuing her first 
four albums. 

“It’s like the Titanic sank, and 
I’ve been clinging to a life raft for 10 
years, waiting for someone to come 
and pick me up,” she said. “Finally, 
I had to start nailing some drift- 
wood together.” 

Shocked’s story rivals the many 
legendary bluesmen she idolizes. 
Born Karen Michelle Johnston, she 
ran away at 16 from her Mormon 
family. She put herself through col- 
lege, lived as a vagabond and hitch- 
hiked through Europe. 

Twice she was taken to a men-

tal hospital. She was arrested at a 
protest during the 1984 Democratic 
convention in San Francisco;

But a lo-fi tape made at a 
Texas folk festival found its way 
to Mercury Records, and “Short, 
Sharp Shocked” was born. 

The 1988 album became a staple 
on college radio and was nominated 
for a Grammy. She followed up with 
two more fine albums, “Captain 
Swing” (1989) and “Arkansas 
Traveler” (1992). 

Then, suddenly, her career unrav- 
eled. Shocked wanted to explore a

gospel project to express her new- 
found faith, but she says Mercury 
shut her down.

New, Improved Tool 


MUSIC I Maynard James Keenan 
is not all about doom and gloom. 
Forget what you’ve heard in his 
previous band. Tool, in which his 
guttural cries lean toward the joys 
of agony and defeat. 

With A Perfect Circle’s debut 
album, “The Thirteenth Step,” 
Keenan has a lighter, brighter 
touch, right down to his promise 
in this album’s final moments: “I 
choose to live.” 

Tool remains a significant hard- 
rock presence, a rumbling, jarring 


monolith of doom and grime. A 
Perfect Circle is a different shade. 
What might have begun as some- 
thing to kill time during long, frus- 
trating delays between Tool albums 
has become a fully realized band 
with its own purpose and charac- 
ter. And Keenan sounds like a dif- 
ferent singer, with a slipperier vocal 
style, free of sonic grime. 

Guitarist Billy Howerdel leads a 
band able and willing to shift tem- 
pos and volume abruptly, turning 
to strings and complex textures 


before erupting again with dra- 
matic sledgehammer riffs. 

“The Outsider” comes closest to 
Tool territory, with Zeppelin- esque 
flourishes of drama and urgency. 
“Crimes” is spookier, an instrumen- 
tal that drifts into “The Nurse Who 
Loved Me.” It’s here that Keenan 
croons a lilting, romantic tale 
across strings and fluffy keyboard 
sounds, suggesting feelings rarely 
explored in the darker sonic dun- 
geons of Tool.

Leave ’Em Laughing 

Song and dance man O’Connor dead at 78 


OBITUARY I Donald O’Connor, the 
breezy song-and- dance comedi- 
an who created movie magic with 
his spirited rendition of “Make ’em 
Laugh” in the Hollywood musical 
“Singin’ in the Rain” and co-starred 
with a talking mule named Francis, 


died of heart failure Saturday. He 
was 78. 

With an athletic spring in his 
step and a charming, boy-next-door 
persona, O’Connor devoted his life 
to show business, from the circus 
and vaudeville to movies, television. 


nightclubs, symphony halls and the 
Broadway stage. 

But it was his role with Gene 
Kelly and Debbie Reynolds in the 
classic 1952 MGM musical “Singin’ 
in the Rain” — widely considered 
the best musical Hollywood ever 
produced — that will live as his 
greatest screen accomplishment. 


In the film, O’Connor performs 
a remarkable self- choreographed 
dance routine in which he runs up 
a wall and does a back flip, makes 
crazy faces and dazzles audiences 
with acrobatic antics. 

O’Connor became a teen idol in 
the 1940s when he performed in a 
string of lucrative, low-budget musi- 
cals for Universal Pictures. 

Later he played straight man to a 
talking mule in the popular “Francis” 
comedies. “I have worked with a lot 
of jackasses! ” O’Connor quipped in a 
1997 interview with the Los Angeles 
Times. “We were very dear friends 
until he started getting more fan 
mail and that was the end of that! ” 

The son of trapeze artists turned 
vaudevillians, O’Connor was born 
in Chicago in 1925. By the age of 13 
months, he was already participat- 
ing in the family vaudeville act. 

As for “Singin’ in the Rain,” 
O’Connor recalled that, by chance, 
composer-arranger Roger Edens 
came to him with a number called 
“Make ’Em Laugh.” 

“Kelly said. Why don’t you take 
the girls’ — his assistants — ‘and a 
piano player and see what you can 
come up with,”’ O’Connor recalled.

Melancholy Babe 


MUSIC I Dido, the electronica- 
minded singer- songwriter from 
England, saw her career jump- 
started dramatically from being 
largely unknown to experiencing 
a string of boosts in support of her 
2000 debut album. The song “No 
Angel” was picked as the theme 
for the “Roswell” TV show, then 
Eminem sampled “Thank You” in 
his landmark single “Stan.” 

And there was much to like in the 
album. Dido seemed like a slightly 
poppier version of Beth Orton — 
another British songwriter whose 
music combines melancholy reflec- 
tions and gentle dance -music tex- 
tures. Her looks at romantic longing 
and need were enchanting. 

In returning to action with 
“Life for Rent,” Dido and her stu- 
dio team have again come up with 
some moody, melancholy refrains 
that might land them another spot 
on a TV series and a rap track. 

For the rest of us, the album 
seems stuck in a single emotional 


groove, with Dido’s whispery vocals 
and her tales of more romantic long- 
ing and need seeming stale. 

There is little of the boldness or 
illumination that you’d like to see 
in an artist’s second record. 

The first one sold millions, and 
either Dido chose to stick with what’s 
worked or she simply didn’t have
